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1 . Claims 10-19 are generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising: 

(A) The urethane modified vinyl resins such as shown in Production Example 1 
on pages 16-17 of the specification wherein hexamethylene diisocyanate is reacted with 
the reaction product of linseed oil fatty acid and a copolymer of glycidyl methacrylate, 
n-butyl methacrylate, i-butyl methacrylate, 2-ethylhexyl methacrylate. This species was 
elected in abandoned parent application no. 09/804,293. 

(B) The polymer dispersions as exhibited in Production Example 9 on 
pages 22-23 wherein methyl methacrylate, ethyl acrylate and methyl acrylate is 
polymerized in the presence of a dispersion stabilizer derived from styrene, n-butyl 
methacrylate, i-butyl methacrylate and 2-ethylhexyl methacrylate. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, 
within eacti of items (A) and (B) hereinabove, even though this requirement is 
traversed. 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 
35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 
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A telephone call was made to Lee Cheng on November 1 , 2005 to request an 
oral election to the above election of species requirement, but did not result in an 
election being made. The reply to this requirement to be complete must include an 
election of the species to be examined even though the requirement is traversed 
(37 CFR 1.143). 

2. The specification on page 1 , line 4, after "March 1 3, 2001 " should update the 
status of parent application no. 09/804,293 as being abandoned. 

3. New claims 1 0-1 9 are supported by pages 3 and 1 2 of the specification. 

4. Japanese Patent No. 50-121 38 discloses a dispersion stabilizing polymer 
prepared from dihydrodicyclopentadienyl methacrylate (a species of vinyl monomer 
having an oxidatively polymerizable double bond according to page 13, line 2 of the 
specification), lauryl methacrylate and 2-hydroxyethyl methacrylate with an acrylic 
copolymer.
